Synopsis of Canadian North- 
West Land Regulations. 


The sole head of a family, or any ’ 


male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proty 
may be made at any Dominion Lasids 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency),. on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation. Pre-emption patent may, 
be obtained as soon as homestead 
patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
hamestead right may take, a pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Duties—Must 
reside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erecta 
house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may 
be substituted for cultivation under 
certain conditions.

ARMENIANS EXTINCT ? 


Latest Turkish Atrocities Show De-/5 


Fiendish Plan 


A letter written by a man in Con- 
stantinople to ~ aAnourin Williams, a 
member of the British Parliament, de- 
scribes the terrible plight of the Ar- 
menians. “The misgry of our people 
was never greater. We now know 
with certainty that the Armenians 
have been deported in a body from 
all towns and villages in Cilicia to 
the desert regions south of Aleppo. 
The refugees have to traverse or. foot 
distances requiring marches of from 
one to two (or even more) months 
before they can arrive at the remote 
point of the desert assignel to them 
as their dwelling place, which is 
bound to become their tomb. We learn, 
besides, that the roads and_ the 
Euphrates are strewn with corpses of 
the exiles—and those who survive are 
doomed to certain death, since they 
will find neither houses, work, nor 
food in the desert. 

“It is a plan to exterminate the 
whole Armenian people, quite quietly. 
It 18 another kind of massacre, one of 
a more terrible nature. Do not for- 
get that all men of from 20 to 456 
years of age are a the front. Those 
of from 45 to 60 work for the mil.tary 
transports. As tosthose who have paid 
the regulation for exemption for 
military service, they have either been 
exiled or imprisoned under some pre- 
text or another. . Hence there remains 
only the aged and women and children 
to exile. These unfortunate people 
have to pass through districts which 
were reputed dangerous even in times 
of peace and where there was great 
risk of being robbed. 

“Courts-martial operate every- 
where without cessation. Twelve Ar- 
menians were hanged at Caesarea on 
the charge of having obeyed instruc- 
tions which they had received from 
a meeting secretly held at Bucharest 
by the Trochak and Henchak Socile- 
ties. In addition to this hanging 32 
persons were condemned at Cesarea 
to penalties varying from 10 to 16 
years of penal servitude. These are 
for the most part law-abiding mer- 
chants. 

“On the other hand, many have fal- 
len from blows frcm clubs. Thirteen 
Armenians were killed on their way 
from Chabine Karahissa to Sivas. Not 
a house has been left without search, 
nor have the bishops’ houses, the 
churches, and the schools. Hundreds 
of woinen, young girls and even child- 
ren thrown in the _ prisons. The 
churches and convents have been pil 
laged, defiled and dzstroyed. The vil- 
tages around Van and Bitis have been 
pillaged, and their inhabitants put to 
the sword. All the inhabitants of 
Hara-Hissar were pitilessly massa- 
cred, with the exception of a few 
children who are sald to have escap- 
ed miraculously.”

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Hun Charity Statues 


Many of the war charity schemes 
in Germany take the form of wooden 
statues. These have been erected in 
many of the towns throughout the 
country. People drive nails into the 
statues, each nail costing roughly 25 
cents, the proceeds usually going toa 
the Red Cross funds. The idea is 
that the statue should be covered with 
nail armor, and there is scarcely a 
German town of any importance 
which has not erected in some prom- 
Inent position one of these charity 
statues. Berlin has the most impos- 
ing one—a huge effigy of Hindenburg. 
The figure of Hindenburg himself ts 
no less than 33 feet high from the 
soles of his mighty boots to tho crown 
of his colossal hat, and the statue 
rests on a square pedestal over 6 feet 
high. At Hemburg a wooden statue 
of the German St. Michael has been 
erected. Hamburgers are now spend- 
Ing their marks in nails which they 
drive into the statue in the cause of 
charity. .

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COMMUNITY BUILDING 


Money Sent Ayay From Your Town 
Will Not Help Your District — 


Many country newspapers in the 
United States and Canada are devoting 
considerable space lately to articles 
showing the value of farmers patroniz- 
ing the merchants in their own shop- 
ping centre and district. “Country Life 
in Canadg,” for June, has a lengthy ar- 
ticle on “Community Construction,” 
from which we quote only a few para- 
graphs: 

What The Town Means 

What then, friends, does the little, 
old home town mean for all of us. It 
is the social center of our community. 
More than that {it is the educational, 
religious, political and commercial 
center of our community. Can you 
imagine, for example, a vast agricultur- 
al territory like Saskatchewan—leag- 
ue upon league of pleasant prairie 
dotted with farms—without every few 
miles a “home town,” a community 
center for the surrounding country. 
What would happen wére some econo 
mic earthquake to devastate every 
small town in such a great territory? 
Would not the whole socia: and com- 
mercial fabric of the province suffer 
—and were the earthquake to spread 
indefinitely’ in its effects, would not the 
whole of Western Canada suffer irre- 
parable loss? 

Cause and Effect 

There is a reason for this. We must 
have a cause to obtain the reaction 
of an effect. We must look at the ques- 
tion of buying and selling in terms of 
their local effect. That is, every dol- 
lar sent out of a community that could 
be spent in the community represents 
a certain monetary loss to that dis- 
trict. Do you doubt that statement? 
If'so, the writer can assure you that. 
from the mail order standpoint alone, 
there are thousands of communities on 
this continent systematically robbing 
themselves; communities who, with 
wide open eyes, are doing their best 
to eliminate* their local town, to com- 
mit social and commercial suicide in 
a local sense. These communities are 
the “earthquake” already outlined— 
and their effect may be more slow but 
is nevertheless equally disastrous. Do 
Well, commercial 
records show that a large U. S. mail 
order house did a business of $101,000,- 
000 in 1914, and paid dividends of ap- 
proximately $21,000,000! How many 
dollars of that vast sum, think you, 
returned to one of the communities 
who helped to build that vast turn- 
over—those immense annual  divi- 
dends? True, they got the goods, but 
were they of the quality expected by 
the individuals who wrote the orders? 
But what about the dollars? They had 
gone forever—were paid away by that 
corporation to factories, sources of 
supply, employees—and also into re- 
serve funds and dividends. The small 
center robbed itself to support the far 
off city—and with no compensating 
circulation of currency. 


UNDER-HAND FIGHTING

{nfer that Canadian goods should be 
sold at cost or, better still, at a loss. 
Are we to assume that “Made-in- 
Germany” or “Made-in-Austria” goods 
wero formerly sold in Canada without 
any regard for “private and personal 
profit” to those who ma’. them, or 
that goods made in other countries 
are now being sold in Canada for 
similar disinterested motives? 

Admitting that manufacturers and 
dealers who advocate the ‘Made-in- 
Canada” policy hope to derive personal 
benefit from it, which no reasonable 
person thinks of denying, surely they 
can also be given credit for a broader 
interest in the success of the move- 
ment and for entortaining the belief 
that the adoption of the policy will bo 
of great advantnge to other classes an 
well as to themselves.
